HROUGH the courtesy of one of the managers of the “New 
York Americans,” New York’s hockey team, I had my first 
hockey game thrill recently—and a thrill it was! 
How could I have passed up so great a game for so long a 
time*’ 
This is what I asked myself, as I witnessed the Montreal 
team in action against the New York 
team at

Garden. 
I could understand the enthusiasm and interest 
of

IO,ODO spectators that witnessed the skill, courage, and daring of 
these men who performed almost superhuman stunts upon the glassy 
ice. 
Hockey is a clean game, fast, and scientific. 
Thousands rose 
tc their feet as a swift moving player dured his adversaries, skat­

I have never seen such a fast game, where many are the play­ 
ers. 
The game of hockey requires wonderful training.

up of native American players. 
Myles Lane, the great Dartmouth
